Signature of the treaty o 
ciliation has been postpone 
Sunday untit Monday morning. 

On Sunday a te deum will de 
sung for the anniversary of the 
Pope's coronation in the Church 
of St. John Lateran, which adjoins 
the Papal Palace, where the cefroe 
fap of signing will take place, 


As news of the momentous event 
in the Lateran Palace would cer- 
tainly become known, a great 
gathering of people would ensue 
which it is thought best to avoid, 
Consequently the signing was put 
over a day. 

The treaty will be signed with a 
golden pen supplied by the Vatican 
and the pen will then be kept in 
the Vatican museum as a historical 
memento, 

May Leave Vatican Easter. 

The end of the Pope's self-ime- 
prisonment in the Vatican prob- 
ably will not take plaee until 
Easter. Some declare he will then 
celebrate mass elther at the 
Church of St. John Lateran or at 
the Church of St. Charles, where 
he said his first mass 60 years ago. 

Either plan woukd constitute 
only a short journey for the 
' Pope, but would signalize the scope 
of the accord between church and 
state. 

A flood of congratulations has 
begun to pour in upon the Vati- 
can. Most, of course, are from 
various Italian provinces but all 
parts of the world are represented. 

Even the enthusiasm of His 
Holiness seems augmented, how 
that matters approach their cii- 
max. He rose much earlier than 
usual this morning, making the ex- 
planation that he wished to hurry, 
having much work to attend to. 
Nevertheless, he knelt in his pri- 
vate chapel and prayed, afterwards 
celebrating masa. 

Breakfast over, he received 
Cardinal Gasparri and Mgr. Eu- 
genio Pacelli, Papal Nunelo at 
Berlin, With them he re-examined 
all papers concerning the concilia- 
tion. 

It is learned there will be two 
treaties, One of these will deal 
with the solution of the so-called 
“Roman question.” The other, 
,;much more voluminous, will con- 
‘tain the concordat. .The first will

Tllis conferences with those in 
charge of affairs on Capitol Hill |

Heethrust it 
into the pail, which flared with 
fire, but almost as quick as th» 
flame was the photo-electric eye 
which translated the light from the 
pail into an electric impulse that 
shot the fire extinguisher over the 
surface. In a split second the 
demonstration was over, a light 
pall of smoke over the pail the 
only reminder of the thrill.

Carbon Monoxide Menace. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
ILLIAM T. BRAWNER, in Satur- 
.day’s Post-Dispatch, called atten- 
tion to the menace of carbon monoxide 
gas, which has caused many deaths and 
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impairs the health of those who have 
to breathe it daily, in garages or else- | 
where. As a remedy he suggests that) 
. the chemists may find some chemical | 
- that, if placed in gasoline, might over- | 
come the hazard. 
It ie unlikely that any such chemical 
will be discovered, because this deadly 
gas is, like its cousin, carbon dioxide, 
merely a product of combustion. The 
gasoline, In the automobile engine, is 
' eonverted into a combination of carbon 
and oxygen, just as the coal in a furnace, 
the difference being that, in the furnace, 
with a good draft, enough oxygen is sup- 
plied to make carbon dioxide or ordinary 
carbonic acid gas, which is comparative- 
ly harmiess, being found ¢verywhere in 
the atmosphere, even on the mountain 

In the gasoline engine, however, car- 
bon monoxide, says the writer on chem- 
istry in the Encyclopedia Americana, is 
produced when carbon is burned with a 
limited supply of air or oxygen. It is 

’ - gometimes produced in so-called airtight 
stoves. And it is highly poisonous, 
whereas carbon dioxide is a product of 

. our breathing, and only injurious when 

‘we cannot get enough oxygen. The diox- 
ide has still two atoms of oxygen, while 
the monoxide has only one left after 
combustion. . 

So, it seems to me, the solution of the 
problem would be a form of gas engine 
that would more completely consume its 
fas, as a stove or furnace does with a 
sufficient draft. We should then have 
fn the exhaust only the comparatively 
harmless carbon dioxide.

MISSOURI GOES FORWARD. | 


Progress in Missouri won a substantial victory 
when both the Senate and the House voted down the 
pork-barrel substitute for the enabling act to auth- 
orize the expenditure of road bond funds. The en- 
abling act without restrictions on the plans of the) 
Highway Commission was ordered to engrossment by | 
an overwhelming majority in the Senate and a good 
majority in the House. A final vote will be taken 
Tuesday. 

There was no reason for this fight, no justification 
whatever. It was led by men who seem to take 
pride in assailing the cities, denouncing the “metro- 
politan press” and posing as the champions of rural 
Missouri and the faithful friend of the farmer. That 
is shopworn buncombe. There is no essential dif- 
ference between city people and country people. There 
is no essential difference between the city editors and 
the country editors. Fundamentally we are all the 
same sort of folks. If we could be put in a test 
tube, or placed on a metaphysical scale, we would 
assay very much the same proportions of selfishness, 
generosity, meanness, fairness, shining purposes and 
dubious designs. 

But. in all conscience, it ill] becomes any country 
legislator to charge the cities with selfishness in this 
great enterprise of the State Highway system. Ex- 
cept for the vote of the cities neither of the two 
bond issues would have been authorized, the gasoline 
tax would not have been levied, nor would the regis- 
tration fee have been increased. And the cities pro- 
vide the greater part of the money. But the spending 
of the money and the policy of highway construction 
has not been dictated by the cities. In the drafting 
of the laws directing the prosecution of this work 
men from the country and men from the cities have 
earnestly and laboriously co-operated. They learned 
what other states had done. They avoided mistakes 
other states had made and adopted plans and meth- 
ods that had proved successful. 

The farm-to-market roads are necessary, but the 
important thing is to complete the highway system 
and thus provide an outlet for the county roads. A 
country road without a highway is like a railroad 
spur without a main line. 

Wholly apart from the beneficial results of the de- 
feat of the pork-barrel movement to obstruct wise 
plans for road construction, there is a hopeful sig- 
nificance in the coming together of progressive Sen- 
ators and Representatives from all over the State to 
promote the best interests of the State. There is a 
gratifying assurance in this cOmbine of progressives 
that the old vicious division between country and 
city legislators has been abandoned, and that other 
progressive measures designed to meet the needs of 
the State will be adopted.

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MISSOURI AND HER UNIVERSITY. 


If it is disheartening to learn that the Legislature 
contemplates giving the State University even less | 
money than it got two years ago, there is a degree 
of assurance in the bill offered by Representative 
Williams of St. Louis designing an educational sur- 
vey which the Legislature may consider in 1931. 

Such a survey was seriously considered by the 
Legislature 10 years ago. It was proposed then that | 
the Carnegie Foundation, which had indicated its) 
willingness, be asked to make the survey; but the 
Legislature did not act upon the suggestion. The re- 
sult has been continued neglect of all education, par- 
ticularly the higher branches. The Post-Dispatch | 
secured and published last week the comparative fig- 
ures showing what states around Missouri are doing 
for higher education. Michigan, of approximately 
the same assessable wealth, that is, $10,890,000,000 
for Michigan against $9,612,000,000 for Missouri, | 
gives four times as much; Iowa, which is not as rich 
as Missouri, gives more than three times as much; | 
and both Wisconsin and Minnesota, neither of whicb | 
is as rich as Missouri, give three times as much. 

Yet this year the Missouri Legislature contemplates | 
giving higher education even less than the last Leg: 
islature gave. It is high time something were done | 
to remedy this grievous policy. The Williams bill | 
follows the suggestion made by Gov. Caulfield in his’ 
inaugural address. It proposes a commission of 10 
members, three to be appointed by the Governor, 
three by the President of the Senate and three by 
the Speaker of the House, the tenth member to be 
the Superintendent of Schools. The commission | 
would be in the field-until Oct. 15, 1930. | 

The bill deserves the Legislature’s serious consid- 
eration., We have but to look around us if we would 
discover how far behind Missouri has fallen in this | 
respect. Even Kansas, whose wealth is little more than 
half of our own, gives more than twice as much for | 
higher education. Indiana, not so rich as Missouri by | 
more than a billion dollars, was able to give for) 
higher education in the present biennium 36,947,000 | 
against Missouri’s $2,826,909.16. We are not dis- 
charging our responsibility to the oncoming genera- | 
tion in Missouri when the State is so backward in| 
such a vital field.

But though this may be far-fetched It 
certainly is sound psychology to associate 
the masculine passion for crime stories with 
a desire to escape from the thralls of love.

plays a subordinate and negligible role. will 
become what psychoanalysts call the “mas- 
culine protest.” 

And this can be recognized as all the 
more natural when one considers how es- 
sentially masculine all the motifs of the 
typical crime story are—the motif of ani- 
mal cunning, the motif of physical violertice, 
of physical skill. the motif of pure, hard. 
unemotional ratiocination. The more one 
ponders upon these crime-story motifs the 
more one recognizes that the two most 
prevalent ones—that of deep-laid plots or- 
ganized for definite material ends and that 
of the judicial unraveling of a confused tis- 
sue of chaotic facts—are both of them the 
very life passions of millions of typical mas- 
culine minds, of which the financial mind 
and the legal mind are extreme instances. 

How far this r1odern passion for crime 
stories can find a philosophic justification 
is an extremely nice point. In one sense 
perhaps it might be maintained that the 
unweaving of a crimeweft is a metaphysical 
symbol for the orig*mal effort to reduce to 
rational order the inherent litter and debris 
of existence. 

This disentangling of the threads of fate 
and chance as they mingle in the woof of 
the destinies, this attempt to give a ration- 
al and even a mathematical pattern to 
events that apparently are toamed together 
in an inchoate heap, might be associated 
with the first essential gestures of human 
intelligence in the presence of the chaotic 
malevolence of natural forces. 


Against this devflish uniformity, deper- 

sonalized, desiccated, colorless, the very 

heart of humanity rises up in revolt. Our 

pathetic submission to habit. to wont-and- 

precludes our recognition, except in 
moments of hysterical excitement, of the 
ghastly trap into which modern improve- 
ments have inch by inch conducted us. But 
down below, underneath this habitual sub- 
mission, this pitiable and sterilized sequence 
of defrauded days. something in us remains 
alert and defiant: something in us demands 
4 substitute for those natural thrills of 
which modern life has robbed wus. 

And crime literature has become this sub- 
siitute; crime literature has taken the place 
of all those normal shocks and surpriees, 
those adventures, stresses, and thrilling 
strains, that the old unprotected contact 
with the forees of Nature were wont to give 
Our ancestors, 

Who reads thie flood of modern fiction 
dealing with crime? Who reads these hor- 
ror stories, these mystery stories, these de- 
tective stories” 

It would seem that by far the majority of 
such readers belong to the male sex! Crime 
literature is. on the whole, a form of fiction 
written about men, for men, and by men. 
Nor are the masculine readers of crime liter- 
ature confined to any one class, whether of 
social position or of mental intelligence. 
Like a taste for alcoholic liquor, the im- 
bibing of this pa.ticular drug is clearly a 
congenital masculine weakness, It is the 
“one touch of nature” that at the present 
hour puts employer and employed. high 
brow and lowbrow, into the same boat: and

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THE PULL OF THE MOON. 


HE romantic power of moon- 
T isi: has often been described 
in fairy stories and in love 
stories. But the real magnet-like 
power of the moon is scarcely ever 


| power, 


but being much farther 
away, we do not notice its pull- 
ing effect. 

However, when the sun and 
moon are both on the same side 
of the earth and are pulling to- 
gether, the tides are much bigger 
than usual, Such tides are called 
“spring tides.” And, of course, 
when the sun and moon are on 
opposite sides of the earth and 
pull against each other, the tides 
are weaker. These are the “neap 
tides.” 

Perhaps, if you live near the sea, 
you will have decided by this time, 
that this is all a mistake, because 
anyone living near the sea knows 


perfectly well that there are two |

dietary or otherwise—of old peo- 
ple is a dangerous procedure. “If 
/an old person has acquired any bad 
|habits, better let him keep them. 
a little wine for the stomach’s 
| sake,’” he quoted from the Bible 
| (Timothy: 23), “is a valuable thing 
to keep up if it has been indulged 
in for some time.” 

This matter of following the 
Scripture on wine naturally causes 
‘a good deal of difference of opin- 
ion even among medical men. A 
| foreign physician suggested a year 
or two ago that the reason the 
Presidents of the United States died 
'sO young was that they were not 
, allowed the slightly relaxing effect 
lof a little wine with their meals— 
| that of a consequence their nervous 
systems were constantly keyed up 
to the highest possible pitch. eter- 
nally wrestling with the problems 
|they had been working on for 
|' hours, On the contrary, Dr. Frank- 
lin Martin reading an address be- 
fore the American Surgical Clinical 
Congress said that he believed the 
reason Americans were healthier 
'than Europeans was that they 
| drank less wine. It is significant 
that the paper which reported this

speech made the somewhat cauatle 
| comment that Dr. Martin furnished 
‘no statistics +o support his state- 
ment. In other words, it pointed 
, out to him the somewhat humiliat- 
| ing fact that he was dealing before 
la sUpposediy scientific audience 
| with opinion, not science. And it 
‘went on to say that from the ocu- 
lar evidence presented, the Amer- 
lican physicians at the congress 
,looked far less healthy than the 
Canadians, British and Australluns 
| whe. presumably, and in fact ad- 
'mittedly, occasionally indulged. 

Few habits of the human race 
are very logical and therefore they 
come in for criticiam on the 
ground that they are either hygi- 
enic or pathogenic; the good ones, 
‘such as regularity, exercise, ab- 
'stemiousness, proper sleep, and 
_aspirin, are hygienic, the bad ones 
such as tobacco. coffee, tea, alcohol 
and laughter are pathogenic. But 
the basic truth is that few of them 
of either kind have been subjected 
to rigid scientific inquiry to de- 
termine either their virtues or their 
faults.
